2° In the preparation of this material all CIA, Foreign 
Service, Standardized and Civil Service Regulations pertaining 
to foreign area and territorial oi: usances and differentials 
were reviewed . Also studied w?e ;hi allowance regulations 
of other Federal Agencies, such fas Army , Havy, Air Fore® and 
Agriculture. Several of the opera ling officee concerned 
submitted papers regarding the allomnc© problems they have 
encountered and their recaraiendatloia relative to Agency 
policies concerning the allowances aid differentials. Those 
papers were also considered in the development of the proposed 
Regulation.
